A SCHEME pioneered in the royal 
borough of Greenwich which 
supports families with additional 
needs and helps get individual family 
members into work has achieved a 
100 per cent success rate. 

The Families 1st Service, set up by 
the council in 2013 as part of a national 
programme, had a target to turn around 
the lives of 790 Greenwich families. This 
milestone has been met ahead of target, an 
impressive result with families entering 
employment, ASB stopping and children 
going back to school. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for community wellbeing 
and public health said: “To have a 100 
per cent success rate in helping families 
involved in this scheme is an outstanding 
achievement for the Council and its staff, 
as well as the families themselves, who are 
making really positive changes in their 
lives. 

“The work of the Families 1st service 
has shown how the lives of families can 
be transformed, through the dedicated 
support of our staff. It is wonderful to see 
families overcome the difficulties in their 
lives and take up employment and other 
opportunities. 

“The royal borough is committed to 
expanding this highly successful service. 
As we move into its next phase we will 
continue to work alongside public sector 
services to widen the range of assistance 
that we can offer to families”. 

Through the work of Families 1st, 
194 families have been assisted in to

RESIDENTS in the royal borough of 
Greenwich have until 20 April to register 
to vote for this May's General Election, 
with polling day itself taking place 
between 7am and 1 0pm on Thursday 7 
May.

The Mayor of the Royal Borough

She said: “We see, every day, the 
benefits that coming to the shed give 
to its members at Eltham - a sense of 
purpose and friendship are key, but it 
can also help them cope with major life 
changes such as retirement, ageing or 
bereavement.”

families, 233 families 
where school attendance 
has increase as well as 
83 families where there 
have been improvements 
in multiple areas of 
their lives.

The Families 1st staff were 
nice and very helpful from 
the start. It was really good 
to have someone to talk to 
and they helped in lots of 
different areas. They made 
me see the positive side 
of situations. Although 
they worked with both 
parents and children, 
confidentiality was there 
throughout which built 
trust between them and 
the children. I wouldn’t 
be in the position I am in 
today without the help of 
the staff. 

“I have started a role with 
GLLP (Greenwich Local 
Labour Programme) and 
its all happened so quickly 
- within a week I had gone 
through an interview 
process and had begun a 
six month placement. It’s 
going really well and I’ve 
applied for a permanent 
position.”

TEN more businesses have joined Martin 
Arnold Associates in signing up to the 
Council’s scheme which will result in a 
reduction in their business rates if they 
pay their staff the London Living Wage. 

So far over 80 businesses have been 
approached by the council’s business 
team encouraging them to sign up to 
the scheme and one of the latest firms 
to make a pledge is Greenwich based 
solicitors, Grant Saw. 

The firm has offices in Blackheath and 
Greenwich and was first established in 
1851. It provides a range of legal services 
for individuals who need help. 

Maria Lati, a Partner at Grant Saw 
Solicitors said: “Grant Saw Solicitors 
supports the London Living Wage 
Initiative as it is an important scheme for 
those living and working in London. This 
scheme will really help companies like 
ours. It is good for employers, good for our 
employees and their families and we are 
happy to champion the cause. 

The Royal Borough is offering discounted 
business rates to local firms paying the 
London Living Wage (a minimum of £9.15 
per hour). 

The first 100 local employers that 
become London Living Wage accredited 
during 2015/16 will receive a rebate on 
their business rates to cover five years’ 
worth of Living Wage Foundation 
subscriptions. 


Cllr Sizwe James, Cabinet Member for 
Business and Skills said: “It is great to see 
more and more local businesses signing 
up to our scheme which will ensure that 
their staff are paid at least the London 
Living Wage rate. Paying the London 
Living Wage has been shown to have a 
positive impact for both businesses and 
their employees. A survey found that 80% 
of employers believe that the Living Wage 
had enhanced the quality of the work of 
their staff, while absenteeism had fallen 
by approximately 25%. Two thirds of 
employers reported a significant impact 
on recruitment and retention within their 
organisation. 70% of employers felt that 
the Living Wage had increased consumer 
awareness of their organisation’s 
commitment to be an ethical employer. 
We hope many more local businesses will 
follow the lead of Grant Saw and sign 
up to our scheme which will result in a 
reduction in their rates. 

The council itself is an accredited 
London Living Wage employer, paying all 
staff and agency workers a minimum of 
£9.15 per hour. 

The scheme has been welcomed by 
the South East London Chamber of 
Commerce.

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A huge new housing zone is 
being planned for Abbey 
Wood, Plumstead and 

Thamesmead. 

It will lead to more than 1,500 new 
homes, with 45 per cent of them 
available as ‘affordable homes’. It 
will also create more than 3,000 
construction jobs. 

The council is working to develop 
the plans with Bexley Council and 
the Peabody Trust, which manages 
large parts of Thamesmead 
as a housing association. The 
scheme will also provide a unique 
opportunity to improve public 
spaces, roads and footpaths in the 
area. And the arrival of Crossrail 
at Abbey Wood in 2018 will add an 
important extra dimension to the 
area’s regeneration. 

The housing zone will be created 
with £340 million investment from 
the private sector, with the priority 
being for well-built and affordable 
new homes. The scheme will 
also capitalise on Thamesmead’s 
potential, providing up to another 
14,000 new homes over the next 30 

I years. 

The new housing zone is designed 
to unlock the huge potential for new 
housing and jobs, create modern 
and high-quality public spaces, 
with a new boulevard to create an 
exciting new centre. Harrow Manor 
Way is due to become a tree-lined 
boulevard, with cycleways and 
pedestrian routes, with the street 
scene given a modern makeover. 
Councillor Denise Hyland, Leader, 
Royal Borough of Greenwich said: 
“This announcement is great news 
and a major boost to on-going 
plans to transform this part of the 
Royal Borough with huge levels 
of inward investment including 
major transport infrastructure, new 
and improved public spaces, and 
thousands of new homes and jobs. 
“Thamesmead, Abbey Wood 
and Plumstead are areas which 
offer exciting and extensive 
redevelopment potential. Housing 
Zone designation will unlock 
substantial grants and investment 
to provide 1500 much needed 
new homes, 45% of which will be 
affordable.

This includes 
improving walkways and lighting, 
more home maintenance, cleaning 
up the seven kilometres of canals 
which flow through the area, and 
attracting in new businesses - 
giving the local economy a boost 
and creating more jobs. 

It will be the first stage of a 30- 
year regeneration programme, 
working with the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich and the London 
Borough of Bexley, the councils

The shops in 
the centre of Thamesmead, where a 
Next store has just opened, already 
employ 400 people. 

Also during April, a health and 
well-being project will be launched 
with a pilot scheme at the South 
Lake health centre. This is not for 
people who are suffering from a 
specific illness, but for those who 
want help and support to deal 
with ‘lifestyle’ difficulties, such as 
managing money, family concerns, 
and advice on claiming benefits. 
A community arts festival is also 
planned for May. 

There are already more than 
a hundred community groups 
based within Thamesmead, six 
community centres including The 
Link off Harrow Manor Way, and 
Sporting Club Thamesmead. The 
Tump 53 nature reserve, south of 
The Moorings, attracts regular 
visits by local schoolchildren, and 
the Crossness Pumping Station

Peabody, set up more than 150 
years ago to help and home low- 
income families, manages 27,000 
homes for around 80,000 people 
across London. It took over housing 
and development responsibility 
for Thamesmead from Gallion 
Housing, Trust Thamesmead, and 
Tilfen Land, and now owns more 
than three-quarters of the site, 
and employs around 300 people 
locally. Its work contracts always 
stipulate that there should be local 
jobs for local people, as well as 


apprenticeships and training. 
Thamesmead resident, Janna 
Savage (pictured tending to a 
community garden) said: “It is 
fantastic to see a large organisation 
like Peabody investing not only 
time but money in Thamesmead. I 
have lived here most of my life. It is 
a great town and I think it is only 
going to get better with them on 
board.” 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration 
and transport, said: “These are 
exciting times for Thamesmead, 
and we are looking forward to 
working closely with Peabody to 
help these plans take shape.”

Support for river paths facelift 


WORKS to transform a public 
footpath which links two 
of Thamesmead's leading 
tourist attractions, Lesnes 
Abbey ruins and Crossness 
Pumping Station were set to 
begin this week. 

Peabody is making its 
first major investment 
in the Green Link by 
providing £805,000 
towards the scheme. The 
pathway which connects 
Lesnes to Crossness will 
be transformed into a 
safe community facility, 
offering new footpaths, 
play facilities, street 
furniture, shrubs and trees 
whilst providing an easily 
accessible, quality green 
open space for residents as 
well as an improved habitat 
for wildlife to thrive. 


Plans for the project were 
designed after consultation 
with local residents and 
organisations.
